Mr. Field® advocated planting kaffir 
corn, cane. etc. I>iversify, plant what 
the soil ie best adapted to produce. 
He also touched upon good roads, say­ 
ing that the looks of a country to the 
traveler was one of the greatest in­ 
ducements you could have. 
(Mr. Moore of the Oklahoma Cham­ 
ber of Commerce spoke upon the ne­ 
cessity of sgricuRural 
development. 
Stated that we have built good cities, 
sky-ecrepere paved streets, street rail­ 
ways, and that the railroads had put 
their lines well over the state and 
that it was necessary now that we 
look about for something to support 
them, and that the only thing to look 
to was the development of our agri­ 
cultural resources. He pointed out 
that It was up to the many commer­ 
cial clubs to get behind rural affairs 
and help them.

The poultry and hog special train 
operated by the Oklahoma Agricul­ 
tural and Mechanical College and the 
Frisco railroad, will arrive at Ada at 
1:30 p. rn., Feb. 16. The

Stillw ater January 20 and spent two 
weeks visiting town* along Santa Fe 
lines before being transferred to the 
Frisco. 
Big crowds have attended ail stops 
of the special train. 
The 
first 
two 
weeks of the trip showed a total a t­ 
tendance of close 
to 
32,000. 
Many 
£owns have turned out as high as 2,- 
000 or 2,600 persons. .Much 
interest 
has been manifested in the lectures 
and in a num ber of places local poul­ 
try shows have been held in con nee 
tion with the visit of the train. 
The prim ary purpose of the train is 
to encourage the farm ers of Oklaho­ 
ma to raise more and better poultry 
and hogs. Special exhibits 
o f 
both 
poultry and hogs are carried along 
for this purpose and sm all livestock 
is featured in the lectures. However, 
the work of the special train is not 
confined to these 
features. 
Lectures 
are given on topics 
of 
interest 
to 
grain farm ers, domestic science 
lec­ 
tures and dem onstrations are given, 
and tw o speakers look after the in­ 
terests of the boys 
and 
girls 
who 
come to the train. Exhibits that help 
explain the w ork of these other de­ 
partm ents are to be 
found 
on 
th e 
train 
Among the lecturers who will prob­ 
ably speak here are: W. A. U nklater, 
on hogs and silos; A. C. Ilartenbow ­ 
er, farm crepe; C. H. McElroy, chol­ 
era;

poultry; 
Miss Irm a Mathews, domestic science 
John W. W ilkinson and Miss H enriet­ 
ta KohBhorn, Boys and Girls Agricul­ 
tural Clubs. 
Questions relating to any branch of 
agriculture covered by the above out­ 
line! program will be answ ered by the 
lecturers and experts on the train. Af 
many of the towns visited, note-books 
have been seen in the audience and 
the attitude of the listener has been 
much like that of a student. 
Fifty-one Oklahoma towns will be 
reached over Santa 
Fe 
and 
Frisco 
lines and about 34 towns over the M., 
K. & T. lines. Two weeks each were 
scheduled over the 
Santa 
Fe 
and 
Frisco while the Katy trip will in­ 
clude eight days 
of 
work, 
shorter 
stops being made than over the other 
roads. 
In all towns where night stops are 
made, illustrated lectures are given. 
These lectures are changed somewhat 
to suit the individual needs of each 
Community. In addition 
to the 
lec­ 
tures, motion picture films showing 
the state college at Stillw ater are 
presented. 
Sufficient lecture cars are provid 
ed on the train to comfortably sgat 
several hundred persons. These cars 
are kept warm and well ventilated and 
in the most inclement of w eather the 
lectures may be heard without dis 
comfort or inconvenience. 
In 
nice 
weather some of the addresses are 
usually given in the open, the floor 
of a flat car being used as a lecture 
platform. 
All lecturers and exhibits are sent 
out from the Oklahoma A gricultural 
and Mechanical College at Stillwater, 
while the expense of operating the' 
train are borne by the railroads over 
which it travels 
The college is at 
practically no expense In sending its
